DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
9/21/2009 has been entered. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Rose Thiessen on Tuesday 1 December, 2009. 
The application has been amended as follows: 
a. In claim 1 at line 10, please delete "." and insert - , 
a fourth layer, wherein the second layer is attached to the fourth layer, wherein 
the fourth layer comprises a porous layer comprising a fourth semiconductor material, 
and wherein the fourth semiconductor material comprises non-doped crystalline silicon 
semiconductor material, 
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a fifth layer, wherein the fourth layer is attached to the fifth layer, wherein the 
fourth layer and the fifth layer comprise a same conductivity type, and wherein the fifth 
layer comprises a material selected from the group consisting of amorphous silicon 
semiconductor material, nanocrystalline semiconductor material, and microcrystalline 
silicon semiconductor material. - after the word "nm". 

b. Claim 24 was cancelled. 

c. Claim 25 was cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,3,1 8-23, 26, 37-42 and 45-46 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest art is Yamada et al. (US 5331 1 80) which discloses a porous 

semiconductor light emitting device comprising a first layer (41 and 31 as in Figure 2A, 
42 and 32 in Figure 4, 43 in Figure 6, 404 in Figure 2C) having n-type conductivity; 
second layer (1 in Figures 2A and 6, 12 in Figure 4, 403 in Figure 2C) of second 
semiconductor material having p-type conductivity; a third layer (21 in Figure 2A, 22 in 
Figure 2, 23 in Figure 6A, and 408 in Figure 2C) situated between the first and second 
layers, wherein the third layer is a porous silicon layer . However, Yamada et al. does 
not disclose the third layer having a thickness of about 1 nanometers to about 50 
nanometers, a fourth layer being porous and comprising non-doped crystalline silicon 
semiconductor material, a fifth layer attached to the fourth layer and having the same 
conductivity as the fourth layer. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
